Otiilavo  Maiioruw  To  Smart —Starting 
from  Melbourne  at 6:10A.M.  we  passthrough  the 
undulating  country  surrounding  Muoore.l’tmds 
Them  la  not  much  to  bn  eaid  shout  tbs  scenery 
oo  the  route,  sttboog*  some  pretty  landscapes 
do  occasionally  present  t b—sslrea. 

Here  and  there  ws  see  Urge  drove*  of  cattle 
and  thousands  of  sheep,  but  nothing  of  beauty 
in  nature.  The  outlook  ta  very  monotonous 
until  Waites- Walleu  is  maehed,  where  we  eater 
oa  a  stretch  of  bills  and  wooded  country,  and 
•hlrt  toe  Tallsrook  Ranges  At  Enron  we  near 
the  Strath  bogle  Ranges  and  the  scenes  of  the 
KeVy  outrage*  attract  a  air  eras!  sUcntloa.  The 
r-ountrj  continues  flat  for  severs  I  in  lies  but  Is 
far  better  for  farming  purposes  than  that  we 
pasted  through  at  the  commencement  of  our 
journey.  The  Gleo rowan  Ranges  next  appear 
aad  a  bill  named  "Morgan’s  J .oak-out"  oo  the 
left.  At  Glen  rowan  Station  wa  can  plainly  see 
the  remains  of  the  hotel  a  here  the  Kelly  gang 
•are  destroyed  and  this  spot  will  lung  remain 
an  object  of  Intercat  to  the  traveler.  If  you 
happen  to  be  in  a  full  railway  carriage  you  will 
bear  stories  of  the  outrages  and  depredations 
and  daring  robberies  of  the  gang  repeated  by 
some  knowing  one  to  group#  of  attentive 
listeners 

At  Wodonga  there  Is  e  break  in  the  Journey. 
Taking  a  coach  we  drive  three  miles  through  a 
swampy  country  aad  cross  the  river  Murray  to 
Albury  where  a  train  ia  In  walling  at  the  great 
Southern  Railway  of  New  Booth  Wales  This 
Hue  be*  been  opened  bur  s  few  days  and  now  bids 
fair  to  work  a  change  hi  the  whole  of  the  two 
colonies  by  uniting  the  taro  largest  metropo¬ 
lis  lu  Australia.  It  will  make  the  people  of  the 
two  colonies  much  better  scqualnted  with  each 
other  and,  in  spite  of  sectional  Inflames  sad 
jictly  Jealousies,  It  will  briug  the  people  of  New 
South  Wales  and  Victoria  more  together  a* 
brothers. 

After  dining  at  Albury  we  engage  s  berth  In 
the  sleeping-car  for  ao  extra  fae  of  10a  ($2  30). 
These  caea  contain  twenty  beds  which  are  made 
to  fold  awav  lu.  the  daytime  after  tba  manner  of 
•lerping-cars  on  our  linca  lu  the  United  States, 
but  do  not  compare  favorably  for  either  com¬ 
fort  or  convenience  with  our  cars.  The  rest  of 
the  journey  we  do  in  the  night,  arriviug  at  Syd¬ 
ney  at  830,  A.  U. 

At  one  time  New  South  Wales  was  Australia. 
By  the  separation  of  Taatnanla,  Sooth  Australia, 
Victoria  and  Queensland  the  colony  has  been 
reduced  to  a  territory  of  S2I.437  square  mile*, 
equal  to  the  area,  however,  of  Great  Britain, 
Ireland  and  Franca  combined.  The  coast  Hue 
of  New  SoutjT^V ales  Is  about  800  miles.  The 
four  gTeat  rivers  are  the  Murray,  1,130  miles 
long;  the  Mttrrurubidgi-e,  l, AV)  miles;  the  Lach¬ 
lan,  700  miles;  and  the  Darling.  I.lflO  mHea;  the 
last  three  named  Sowing  iuto  the  Murray,  which 
river  carries  to  the  sea  the  drainage  of  over 
270,000  square  miles  of  territory.  With  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Snowy  River  sad  Lake  George,  all 
tbe  watera  of  New  South  Walea  flow  Into  the 
Pacific,  or,  gathering  on  the  weat  Aide  of  tba 
ranges,  tall  Into  tbe  Murray,  eventually  reach¬ 
ing  tbe  ocean  through  South  Australia  on  the 
western  side  of  tbe  coutlncnt. 

The  mountains  and  coast  ranges,  although 
thev  extend  for  a  great  distance,  present  no  re 
markable  features. 

The  extensive  area  of  New  South  Wales  aad 
the  variety  of  Ita  elevations  make  It  obvious 
that  nearly  every  kind  of  climate  U  to  be  me* 
with  In  the  culnuy.  In  one  dtetrict  we  find 
.  ‘‘snowy"  mountains,  and  in  another  arid  des¬ 
erts.  Fortunately  tbe  letter  arc  in  the  remot¬ 
est  interior.  The  beat  in  Summer  Is  tempered 
along  the  coast  by  the  sea  breeze.  but  In  the  Ul¬ 
terior  aad  also  the  northern  portion  of  the 
colony  the  hottest  mouths  are  something  to  be 
dreaded*  Fruits  of  all  kinds  thrive  In  New 
South  Wales  much  better  than  iu  Victoria. 
Some  of  the  finest  fruit  I  have  eaten  since  ! 
left  home  1  have  found  here  tbe  past  week. 
The  salubrity  of  the  climate  of  the  colony  of 
New  South  Walea  and  tbe  easy  access  of  the 
people  to  changes  from  tbe  Intense  heat  to  the 
mountains  where  "cool  breezes  blow"  have 
beer,  attested  by  so  many  writers  that  it  Is  un¬ 
necessary  tor  me  to  dwell  upon  it. 

Tbe  anticipations  of  tbe  founderof  tbe  colony 
seemed  incredible  to  those  who  were  with 
him  to  take  part  in  establishing  civilisation  lu 
one  of  the  remotest  corners  of  the  globe.  As 
they  contrasted  the  wfld,  though  lovely,  scenes 
of  the  new  land  with  the  cultivated  plains  and 
ample;  cities  of  their  nativity,  they  may  be 
pardoned  if  they  thought  that,  while  a  waste 
so  strange  and  distant  was  well  choose  for  tbe 
doom  of  Vile,  it  Was  most  unlike)  j  ever  to 
lake  a  place  In  the  ststerbood  of  nations.  Bat 
we,  privileged  with  the  spaa  of  three  genera¬ 
tions  to  behold,  from  the  spot  on  which  the 
first  Governor  and  bis  follow- voyager*  landed, 
an  extensive  and  growing  metropolis— the 
city  of  Sidney— every  view  adorned  with  evi¬ 
dence  of  taste,  order  and  refinement,  aad  with 
an  instinctive  knowledge  of  the  promts#  of  a 
great  future,  can  echo  with  confidence  the  pre¬ 
dictions  of  the  founder  of  New  South  Walea 
with  him  we  can  exclaim  : 

'  Howgraadta  the  prospect  which  Ilea  before 
the  y  outhfai  nation  Honour  for  any  state  would 
it  bo  to  oooopy  fee  Ant  position  both  in  regard  to 
time  and  Infiaaooe  in  a  country  bo  vast,  so 
beautiful,  so  fertile,  so  bleat  in  climate,  so  rieh  la 
all  those  bounties  which  nature  cam  eoafar; 
enough  of  merit  for  say  nation  would  it  bo  to 
throw  open  ao  extensive  aad  ao  highly  favoured  a 
country  to  the  occupation  of  mankind— to  explore 
ita  remote  regions,  to  discover  its  rivers  and  In¬ 
land  watera.  to  subdue  Its  fc rants,  to  reodor 
accessible  IU  mountain*,  to  stake  pathways
